SENATGR TALBOT DIES 
AT HOME IN LACOMBE 


Was Old-Timer in West; -He 
Entered Politics in 1902.

The death occurred on Saturday 
morning, at his home, in Lacombe, of 
Senator Peter Talbot, at the age of 
64 years. The senator, who had been 
a member of the Canadian upper 
housé of parliament since 1906, was a 
sufferer from general debility. He is 


‘survived by a widow and three child- 


ren, besides two brothers. Percy 
Talbot, chief veterinary inspector for 
Alberta, is a son; two daughters liv- 
ing at Lacombe. The two brothers, 
Henry and Thomas, also tive at La- 
combe. 

The late Senator Talbot was an old- 
timer of Alberta, and had been in 
western politics for the past 17 years. 
He was born at Eramosa, Ont., on 
March 30, 1854, and educated at Rock- 
wood. academy, and Ottawa Normal 
school. He first entered western poli- 
tics in 1902, whe he was elected a 
member of the northwest territories 
assembly as a supporter of the Haul- 
tain government. He was elected to 
the house of commons in 1904, retir- 
ing in 1906, when he was made a 
senator.

A strpng counter-of- 
fensive on the right has gained much 
ground and driven the Reds back to 
within 30 miles of Kursk. Southwest 
of Kiev, volunteers also have taken 
tthe offensive and re-occupied’ Fastoff 
and captured Perdicev. The Bolshe- 
vik pressure has relaxed for the mo- 
ment and their advance is becoming 
slower and less extensive. 

“The Bolshevik advance in_ east 
Russia continues along the whole of 
the front. In north Russia there is 
little change in the situation, due to 
the winter, but the Whites have 
cleaned nearly the whole of the Pire- 
ga valley of the Bolshevik.”

Wheat Board Answers Criticisms of 
Eastern Farmers 


Winnipeg, December —4.—James 
Stewart, chairman of the Canadian 
Wheat board, made the following 
statement to the Canadian Press Wed- 
nesday evening. 

From various eastern interests 
much enlightened criticism has been 
directed against the operations of the 
Canadian wheat board with regard to 
bran and shorts. The feeling of the 
dairy and livestock farmer in par- 
ticular has been aroused by those who 
have made him believethat he is be- 
ing charged an exorbitant price for 
these two kinds of feed stuffs. 

As a matter of fact, bran and shorts 
are the two lowest priced feed stuffs 
for livestock, that can be purchased 
anywhere in’ Canada at the present 
time. Bran at Fort WillHam at $39 
per ton in sacks, or at $33 per ton 
without sacks, is materially cheaper 
than oats, corn, ofl meal, alfalfa, sil- 
age, bundle corn, barley, shorts, tim- 
othy or clover at present prices.

The first thousand marks of income 
are not assessed in the scale named 
in the income tax schedule. After 
that amount incomes will be taxed 10 
per cent; for the second thousand, 
one per cent. being the graded in- 
crease for every thousand up to 
10,000 marks. Incomes in excess of 
500,000 marks must-pay 60 per cent. 

The man who had a pre-war in- 
come of 106,000 marks is expected 


now to turn over half of that amount, 


to the state. The German people 
have no conception of even the ap- 
proximate price they will have to pay 
for the loss of the war in direct 
taxes, while indirect taxes, which are 
expected to yield 11,000,000,000 marks 
a year, will materially add to the cost 
of living for the next few years.

More- 
over, it’ says, opportunities were 
available of two German transports 
the Bardenia and the Schleswig, on 
June 17, bringing provisions for the 
German ships and taking away the 
surplus crews. 

“Indeed,” says the admiralty, “June 
17 was the date of von Reuter’s sec- 
ret orders to his officers concerning 
the projected scuttling.” 


‘Paris, December 4.—The sufireme 
council spent the greater part of to- 
day’s session discussing the attitude 
of Germany toward the signing of the 
protocol putting the peace treaty 
into effect, Germany's representative 
having declared they could not sign 
it in its present form, including its 
provision for reparation for the Ger- 
man warships sunk at Scapa Flow 
and with other features objectionable 
to them.

WAR LOSSES $331,612,542,560; 
’ DEAD 12,990,571 


A dispatch from Washington says: 
The first comprehensive report .on 
the “Direct and Indirect Costs of 
the War" has just been made by the 


al Peace and published in a volume 
,under that title. 

‘The direct cost for, countries. actu- 
ally involved in the war are put at 
$168,000,000,000 and the indirect costs 
at $151,612,542,560. The latter total 
includes losses to neutrals, which are 
put at $1,750,000,000. It also includes 
loss of production, put at $45,000,000,- 
000, and war relief estimated at 
$1,000,000,000. 

The capitalized value of soldier 
human life, also given among the in- 
direct costs, is placed at $33,531,276,- 
280. -The property losses are divided 
as. follows: On land, $29,960,000,000; 
to shipping and cargo, $6,800,000,000. 

The report, which was gathered by 
Ernest L. Gogart, professor of econ- 
omics in the University of Illinois, in 
estimating the ‘‘capitalized value of 
human life,” fixes the worth of the 
individual at figures ranging 
$2,020 in Bulgaria, Turkey, Greece, 
Japan, Roumania, Serbia and several 
other countries, up to $4,720 for the 
United States, where the economic 
worth of the individual to the nation 
is placed at the highest. 

An additional $33,351,000,000 is al- 
lowed for civilian losses. Although 
many of the latter were of children 
and ld persons, the estimate given 
for the civilian loss is believed to be 
conservative. ; 

The number of known dead is plac- 
ed at 9,998,771, and the missing pre- 
sumed to be dead at 2,991,800. To 
the losses from deaths and wounds 
{there is added “those resulting from 
disease, pestilence, privation, hard- 
ship, physical exhaustion and similar 
causes.”

It has just been learned that Eliza 
Terry, a child inmate of the Great 
Ormond Street Hagpital for children, 
owes her life to the nursing skill and 
careful attention of Princess Mary, 
says a London despatch.

local classes, or classes for such 
stock or products as may be found 
in the district; (2nd) to give more 
prominence to the judging, by having 
as much of the judging done beforethe 
grand stand as possible, and a suit- 


modation be arranged, for other stock. 

The prize list committee should be 
appointed at this meeting to draw up 
approximate classifications, and rep- 
resentatives of this prize list com- 
mittee should be appointed to meet 
representatives of the Fairs of.B Cir- 
cuit at the Western Canada Exhibits 
Association in order to work out a 
uniform classification. This seems 
to me of far more {importance than 
choosing attractions. 
~ Delegates of the prize list commit- 
tee should also be appointed for the 
Alberta Fairs Association meeting to 
try to arrange a smaller circuit, such 
as Wetaskiwin, Lacombe, Castor, 
Stettler, or other convenient points. 

Attractions should ‘be limited to 
our circumstances. Racing, if any 
Midway attrac- 
,tlons or detractions must be clean, 
and nothing should be allowed on the 
grounds where you would hesitate to 
take your wife, mother, sister or 
daughter. 

All work on the grounds should be 
supervised by someone appointed by 
the executive committee, and. must 
»not exceed the total cost estimated 
by the said committee. 

It would be advisable for the live- 
stock committee to estimate the 
amount of hay, straw, and feed re- 
quired, and if the executive commit- 
tee would deem it advisable to pur- 
chase such supplies and sell same to 
exhibitors at actual cost prices, plus 
the expense of handling same. Last 
year’s prices of $50 per ton for hay 
was rather high. Stalls should be 
bedded when stock arrives and addi- 
tional straw be sold at cost prices. | 

Our Fair requires that the Presi- 
dent gives a great deal of time to 
this, and I would suggest that a sum 
of money be set aside as the Presi- 
dent’s expense account, and that the 
President be allowed to draw on this 
account for his actual expenses. 

Re. the Department of Dairy Cat- 
tle, for which I was convenor, I have 
no recommendations to bring before 
the annual meeting but will make 
such suggestions to the prize list 
committee.

Mr. Bjorkeland: moved that the re- 
port be adopted, as this was the gen- 
eral meeting and the report should 
be adopted here:

The Executive report referred to the 
lamented death of the late Mr. F. H. 
Wooley-Dod, Calgary, of enteric after 
military service, one of the pioneers in 
entomology in Alberta. Mrs, Cassells, 


Dr. George and President. Whitehouse, 


had assisted at a successful meeting 
arranged by Mrs. G. F. Root at We- 
taskiwin. The Society published Mr. 
Bowman's “Annotated check list of the 
Macrolepidoptera (butterflies and 
moths) of Alberta,” a valuable epitome: 
of what had been accomplished in this 
order. A check list of coleoptera 
(beetles) was being prepared by Mr. F'. 
S. Carr, of Edmonton, and would be 
published by the Society. In the Can- 
adian Field Naturalist Mr. Whitehouse 
had written notes on sonre of the fishes 


‘of Alberta and adjacent waters, finding 


in Alberta waters three fishes excluded 
from the Government check list of 
1913, viz., the goldeye, pickerel and 
perch., The entomological record for 
1918 bore witness to the activities of 
the ‘Edmonton members, The Society 
had affillated with the Canadian Field 
Naturalist. The members of the So- 
ciety had givén suggestions and Help 
in combatting the cutworm outbreak. 


Entomological Report 1919 
(By F.C. Whitehouse) 
Weather conditions during (1919 
were similarly favorable for {insect 
pests as in 1918 in that the month of 


[June was Virtually devoid -of rain, and 


in this my sixth annual report the 
most serious crop losses for some years 
must be recorded. 


Field Crops . 


‘Cutworms were reported as causing 
trouble in the spring from.all over the 
province, and much re-seeding had to 
be done. In the. central section,. Cal- 


gary to Edmonton, two species were 
chiefly responsible, of which the Red- 
-| backed was the worst offender. Mr. 


Strickland,-of the, Dominion Entomo- 
logical branch, Lethbridge, came north 


‘to. investigate, ie. to determine the 


species at work, and advise respecting 
methods of Control, ‘poisoning, etc. In 
the southern portions of the province, 


‘| however, farmers had to contend not 


only with the. Red-backed cutworm 
and other well-knqwn offenders, but 
also an assortment of new ones. 


Garden Pests 


Cutworms—The ' Red-backed cut- 
worm (Euxoa ochrogaster) is reported 
above as being the chief offender in 
destroying field crops during 1919, and 
since it is the species particularly ad- 
dicted to gardens it goes without say- 
ing that gardens suffered sevetely. As 
a matter of fact hundreds of. farmers 
after sowing gardens 2 ‘second _And 
third time gaye up in disgust and dis- 
pensed with gardens altogether. If dry 
seasons favorable to cutworms are to 
continue, farmers might be well ad- 
vised to delay seeding gardens until 
the ground can be first treated with 
poisoned bait, i.e., to kill off the cut- 
worms in the soil as a preliminary 
measure, 

Beet Webworm. (Loxostege stictical- 
is)—This pest was mentioned in last 
year’s report as causing damage ‘to 
gardens in Alberta. During the past 
season it was even more troublesome. 
One. case of total destruction close tu 
Red, Deer was reported-to, me, and in 
another I saw thousands’ of the cater- 
pillars on a large, patch of 
several acres of‘lambs quarters” ad- 
joining a garden. To permit such a 
patch of weeds near'a garden was to 
invite trouble. This. pest is a cater- 
pillar about an inch in length, greenish 
in color, with yellow stripes on the 
back and sides. 

The Hop Flea Beetle (Psylliodes 
punctulata)—In Red Deer this pest 
was in evidence on garden beets, and 
the leaves of young plants were badly 
eaten off in some cases. The beetle is 
bronze-black in color, and about one- 
twelfth of an inch in length. Where 
the insect is troublesome on hops the 
usual method of control is to place 
tarred paper or canvas beueath the. 
vines and then brush the vines with « 
feather duster. The beetles jump and 
are caught on the tar. The same idea 
could be followed in gardens by plarc- 
ing sheets of “tangle-foot"” on two 
shingles close to the stems of the 
plants on either side of the row, and 
then tapping the plants. 


Trees 


The Forest Tent Caterpillar (M diss- 
tria)—As stated in my report of las’ 
year, the Dominion Entomological De- 
partment has had the outbreak of this 
pest at Sylvan Lake under observatior. 
for the past two or three years. An 


‘a parasite from British Columbla—a 
tachina fly—and the first supply of the 
flies in the pupal stage were taken te 
the lake this fall by two officers of the 
Department. In the spring an offices 
will again visit the Lake, and check 
the emergence of the adult flies, it he- 
ing, .of couse, essential to know 
whether,the imported parasite can sur- 
vive the winter under natural condi- 
tions. Whereas some species of tachina 
flies lay their eggs on the caterpiilor 
and other species again deposit larvae 
within the caterpillar, the particular 
variety being introduced at Sylvan 
Lake operates in yet a third manner: 
it lays its eggs on the follage of the 
treés*where the caterpillars are feeding 
and the caterpillars in consuming the 
leaves take alsogthe eggs of the death- 
dgaling parasite, Almost needless to 
state, should the experiment prove suc- 
cessful, the new parasite will spread. 
ard not only Sylvan Lake district, but 
all central, Alberta where the pest oc- 
feurs will benefit. 

Spruce Mite.—This pest was men- 
tfoned-in my report of last year as he-

pears to be fairly well established. 


Entomological Department, Ain, 


which species he stated are,the com- 
mon: bark beetles in white spruce 
throughout the whole region. of north 
and western Alberta. It 1s. probably 
not generally. known that according to 
competent authorities the annual loss 
caused by. bark beetles and other pests 
in our forests is greater than that 
caused by. fires. Truly an appalling 
thing to consider. 

The evening session opened at 
o'clock, with an attendance of abet 
twenty-five or thirty, straining the 
chair accommodation: of the Library. 
Mrs. Cassells read the Executive re- 
port, which was, adopted unanjmously. 

Ton, Years’ Observations of Birds 

Professor Fleming, of the Edmonton 
University staff, read a deeply inter- 
esting paper on “Ten Years’ Observa- 
tions. of Birds at llagstaff, Alberta.” 

The paper opencd with a brief topo- 
graphical outline of the course of the 

Battle River, its “big bend”. between 
Dried Meat Lake and Hardisty, and the 
low Plagstaff range of hills running 
across the apex Of this bend. This In- 
troduction was. followed by a little 
digression on how the reader had first 
become interested in’ bird lore, . and 
tracing the development of his early 
practice In Nattre observation. The 
speaker said that in ten years in the 
Flagstaff locality he had met some 160 
species of birds, mostly of the prairie 
variety, and the rest of the paper was 
a series of observations on ‘some of 
the more remarkable. 

The resident birds include the prairie 
chicken, still fairly common, the ruffled 
grouse, and ‘the increasing Eng)ish 
sparrow. ~The woodpecker is disap- 
pearing, owing, to the scarcity of dry 
wood; the Flicker being almost the 
only variety left. The .speaker des- 
cribed how he- had scored off Dr. 
George in a controversy as to the 
Chicadee being a resident bird, waiting 
five years for vindication and_ proof. 
Regular visitors referred to wero the 
Redpoll, Snowflake, the Northern and 
the White-rumped Shrike. .Among,the 
wading birds:the Avocet, once common, 
is disappearing. 

Hawks are well wrepresented, the 
common ones being Marsh Hawks and 
Swainsons. Redtailed and Ferrugindus 
Roughleg are rarer. Accipiters “fire 
represented by the sharpshinned Coop- 
er and the Goshawk. Prairie Falcon 
and Pigeonhawk..were seen only once. 
The sparrow hawk is, increasing. Owls’ 
are rare evcept the short-eared variety. 
A few snowy owls. are seen every 
winter and generally the horned owl. 
Sawwhet and Richardsone owls were. 
observed once or twice. The Pygmy 
owl was positively identified once. 

Other rare visitors are the Whooping 
Crane, the Scarlet Thnager, the Pine 
and the:Evening Grosbeak. The Rose- 
breasted Grosbeak is more common, us 
‘also is the Baltimore Oriole, which is 
increasing. The Mountain Bluebird 
stops for a few days in migrating. 
Goldfinches are increasing. 

Next to.the sparrow, the, blackbirds 
are most abundant. ‘Redwing, Brew- 
er's; Bronze, Purple, ,Rusty Grackle, 
and Yellowheads’:* were ., mentioned. 
Horned Larks and.,,-Longspurs are 
abundant in the spring, eSpecially the 
Lapland and Chestnut Collar Long- 
spurs. ‘ The Blue Jay, has now spread 
as far east as Flagstaff, and ‘the 
‘Canada Jay or. Whiskey Jack and 
Magpie have recently appeared. . A 
pair of Bobolinks was seen.in 1909. 

‘Among flycatchers * observed were 
the Least Flycatcher,the Wood Peewee 
the Kingbird, the Olive-sided, and the 
Yellow-bellied Flycatcher. Meadow: 
larks have been identified, the White- 
throat, Whitecrown, Tree, Savannah, 
Vesper, Clay-colored,- . Grasshopper, 
Lark, Field Pipito, Sprague, American, 
Harris, Chippy and others. 

Songbirds are represented by the 
Catbird, Robin, Townsend, Solitaire, 
Hermit Thrush, Grey-cheeked Thrush, 
and Willow Thrush . 

The checking of prairie fires has 
brought some tree-top birds back. 
Yellow Warblers have always been 
common; Myrtle and Canadian War- 
blers are increasing, and Blackburnian 
Warblers have been seen. 

Swallows are: showing’ up. Tree 

Swallows, Bank, Swallows, Cliff and 
Barn Swallows have been observed. 
; House Wrens and Longbilled Wrens 
ire both common, but the latter arc 
hard to. find, as they nest in very In- 
iccessible places. 

Water birds do not vary much 
through the Province. Western or 
Swan Grebe is very rare. The other 
grebes and the Mudtien abound. The 
T.oon and the Swan are only seen in 
migration: Common Gulls are the 
Buonaparte, Franklin and Herring gull. 
The Ringbilled gull was seen once. 
Black Tern are common; Aretic Tern 
are. 

Ducks are abtindant, including Mal- 
‘ard, Pintail, Shoveller, Bluewing and 
treenwing Teal, Gadwall, Baldpate, 
%edhead, Canvasback, Gold-eyed, Ruf- 
lehead, ‘and others. Geese still migrate 
‘nh large, though decreasing numbers, 
‘nd the Sand Hill Crane at the same 
‘ime. The Great Blue Heron is another 
migrant. 

Other birds mentioned were the Sora 
Mail, Wilson Phalarope, Blackbilled 
“*uckoo, Lark Bunting, Redbreasted 
Nuthatch, and Pine Siskin. 

The Crow Family 

Dr. George read an excellent paper 
*n “The Crow Family.” He said this 
‘amily was now generally recognized 
1s the highest in the class of birds 
After a brief note on their general 
shysicnl] characteristics and geograph- 
‘eal ‘distribution, ‘he proceeded to con- 
sider in detail the various species 
found in the British Islands and in 
Alberta, starting with the Ravens, The

In England the Raven has been s0 
persecuted that although it used to 
nest In trees, it has been driven to nest 
on cliffs on the coast, and, indeed, is 
rare in England now; it does little 
harm in game’ preserves though it is 
Hable to Kijl weak lambs and fawns, 
often picking out their eyes and so Into 
the brain. Here in Alberta I have only 
seen. the Raven in winter, generally 
near some farmer’s who has been 
killing a beef. tf once saw four on Horn 
Hill, southeast of here; and anyone 
slaughterhouse 
will sometimes see one- Of the nest- 
ing habits I have no personal observa- 
tions, though I often think they. ought 
to be found nesting somewhere in the 
canyon east of town. ‘Their eggs re- 
semble the ordinary type, being bluish 
green or brown and _ splotched with 
various shades. 

The next in this group is the Crow. 
There. are three’ representatives in 
Great Britain, viz., the Hooded or 


Northwest crow, and the Fish crow. 
The Hooded crow or Denmark crow 
and the.Carrion crow are alike in size 
and character, but differ in plumage, 
the former having a black head and 
wings and tajl and oa slate grey body 
and neck; the latter is black all over, 
and they are said to interbreed. They 
go in pairs nesting in woods and not 
in colonies; are much persecuted by 
gamekeepers as they destroy game eggs 
and small birds,-but are good scaven- 
gers; they certainly do a lot of good in 
eating insects, grubs, etc. Their eggs 
are of the type -of the crow family, 
but are splotched with darker patches. 
I have a set of Carrion crow eggs and 
one egg of the Weoded crow. 

The birds krown to everybody as the 
.erow in ngland is the Rook. It dif- 
fers in many ways from the other two; 
firstly it breeds in colonies known as 
rookeries and are protected té a certain 
extent. A rookery at a tum is really 
nice to have to a bird lover. They are 
so interesting and intelligent in their 
Ways, seeming: to hold _ parliament; 
they punish thieves among themselves. 
The farmers say they take too much 
grain, but I believe they only take 
grain when no insects or worms can be 
got. They do not seem to kill other 
birds or suck eggs, at any rate not 
nearly to the extent the other crows do. 


-There is a purple sheen on the feathers 


and whité round the base of the beak, 
the stiff pads over the nostrils are lost 
in the older birds; and the young are 
eaten and esteemed a delicacy. Their 
eges are of the usual type and they 
nest generally in very ‘high trees; 
sometimes they have rookeries in a 
town, in fact they used to have one in 
London itseJf. The Rooks and Crows 


I am sure the Rook can tell a walking 
stick from a gun. 

Now the crow we have here more 
resembles the. Carrion crow than the 
Rook, both in its habits, vices, etc., and 
it is getting so numerous here that, it 
should be waged war against. It builds 
in willows 8 feet or so up and lays 4 to 
6 eggs, generally five. I have several 
sets here that I have taken from time 
to time. They. certainly do some good, 
but more harm to birds and_ their 
eggs. This year two or three nests 
were right in town, and they killed a 
good many tame little chickens. I do 
not know why they have increased so 
tremendously here the last five years, 
but it is time they were thinned out.

Ottawa, December 2.—Over 100,000, 
acres of Hudson Bay reserve land 
lying in the three prairie provinces } 
which have come into the hands ofj 
the Dominion government are Bbeing' 
turned over to the soldier settlement !

diers. These lands were inspected 
during the last summer. All of the 
land is of good value for purposes of:

especially good value. The Hudson | 
Bay lands, the East View (Pope) | 
ranch near Carbon, Alta., comprisiug | 
about 18,000 acres of high class’ 
agricultural land, has beem secured ;

A NEW HULLESS OAT. 


The introduction of a good, new 
variety of hulless oats by the Experi- 
mental Farms branch has not at- 
tracted as much attention as it 
should. Free samples of this variety 
are now being distributed by the, 
Dominion cerealist at Ottawa. The | 
stock on hand is not large, but as long 
as it lasts samples will be gladly sent] 
to farmers in almost.any district in 
Canada, as it is believed that this | 
oat will be widely useful. The full 
name of the variety is Liberty, Ot- 
tawa 480. It is derived from a cross 
made in 1903 between the well known 
variety Swedish Select and a hulless 
oat from China. The new variety is 
decidedly superior to the old Chinese 
sort. Threchiny out free from hull, 
this type of oat furnishes a concen- 
trated product of extremely high 
value which has only to be ground in! 
order to make most excellent feed, es- 
pecially for young pigs and. chickens. 
When carefully enough cleaned for 
human food, it makes meal of sur- 
| brisingly fine quality. The Liberty 
j oat hasevery fine field characters, be- 
ing rather early in ripening and hav- 
The yield 
so far as kernel is concerned, is equal 
to about seven-eighths of that of 
banner oats. Farmers who are inter- 
ested in the raising of hogs and 
chickens are strongly advised to give 
this new oat a trial. It has already 
proven extremely satisfactory in some 
districts.

For a long time n-any claimed that 
irrigation was unnecessary in West- 
ern Canada. Conditions -of drought 
do. not .egularly cecur there, and 
quite apart from the fact that the 
scientific principles of dry farming 
have now obtained a great follow- 
ing, there was not, they insisted, the 
same urgency for irrigation. as ‘in 
other less fortunate countries, where 
tho rainfall is usually so small as 
to make agriculture impossible 
without it, 

When one looks back over the his- 
tory of irrigation in the West and 
remembers thé strenuous opposition 
the movement met with from the 
public generally, one is struck with 
the radical right-about-face in sen- 
timent, for not only is it now admit- 
ted to be advantageous, but farmers 
throughout practically the whole of 
the south demand its extension. if 
agriculture is to be permanently 
successful. Doubtless, experiences 
of the past two years with a rainfall 
in Southern Alberta of less than 10 
in. and the Dumper crops raised by 
irrigationists, is responsible for this 
unanimous change ‘in opinion. ° 

The semj-arid partion of Alberta 
O@ccupies a belt approximately 160 
miles in width north of the atate of 
Montana, and. extends from the 
mountains on the west across the 
entire southern base of the province, 
merging into the more humid climate 
of Saskatchewan at the eastern 

the Cypress Hills, Dr. 
Samuel Fortier, consulting irri-

‘the most intelligent treatment of 
jevery individual crop to suit its re- 
quirements. It eliminates the neces- 


\jsity of summer fallow and elaborate: 


treatment of thé:soil in order to con- 
serve moisture. The basis of all true 
Prosperity is mixed 
farming, and irrigation is especially 
‘adapted to it. By its means special 


. ifoéder crops, such as alfalfa, clover, 


\vetch, etc, the success of which 
“without water, is problematical, can 
“be raised. In every case where it 
has been put. to the test in com- 
petition with ordinary farming. 
methods, it has been proved to in- 
crease production from 25 to 100 per 
cent. From the point of view of the 
ccmmunity which depends upon the 
agricultural class for its own busi- 
ness, it has proved highly desirable, 
because [t means smaller farm units, 
‘closer settlement, intensive farming, 
increased trade, and a larger spend- 
ing capacity per head of the 
tributary population.

Irrigation in Western Canada is 
most largely practiced in Southern: 
Alberta. At Lethbridge, the Domin- 
ion Government maintains an experi- 
mental farm, at which ‘careful re- 
cords are kept of yields obtained 
from the operation of both irrigated 
and non-irrigated areas, and while, 
with a measure of truth, it may be 
‘claimed that results on experimental 
farms may be Obtained that are not 
within the reach of busy farmers, 
the records are of deep interest and 
afford certified data which cannot 
be assailed, The Government is 
entirely neutral in these methods of 
farming, and at no time has any 
attempt been mado to demonstrate 
the advantages of irrigation ove 
dry land farming. One-half of the 
farm lies Lelow the ditch and is 
irrigated; the other half {+ at sve the 
ditch, and the latest methods of dry 
farming have been practiced, 

On the dry ‘land farm, an at- 
tempt has been made to solve the 
problems that the dry-land farmer 
is confronted with, the best methods 
of summer: fallow, weed control, 
soll drifting, etc, and on the irri- 
gated ‘part, the question that’ the 
Irrigator is particularly interested 
in. On both portions of the farm, 
the same crops have been ‘raised 
For the past eleven years, from 1908 
to 1919. W. H. Fairfield, the farm 
superintendent (who prior to com- 
ing to Canada was -engaged in 
similar’ work in the United States), 
has kept a careful record of all 
crops grown on this farm, and the 
result has proved beyond the least 
shadow of doubt the advantages of 
irrigation towards increased pro- 
duction in that country. The in- 
crease in dushels of wheat (Mar- 
quis) was 23, of oats (Banner) 38, 
of barley (Chevalier) 35, of peas 
(all varieties) 14, potatoes (Irish 
Cobbler) 2560, (and other crops in 
‘like proportion). Only in one case 
in the whole eleven-year period did 
the irrigated crop fall below the 
dry land crop, that exception being 
péas in 1916, and it is only fair to 
point out that on the dry land the 
crops have been summer fallowed, 
which means but one crop every 
other year, while. on the irrigated 
land, a crop of some kind has been 
produced year in and year out. The 
annual “precipitation for the eleven 
years is 15.81, the highest being 
28.05, the lowest 7.62, 

Similar results to these have been 
experienced on the Canada Land & 
Irrigation Company's farm near 
Medicine Hat, and on the C.P.R. ex- 
perimental farms at Strathmore 
and Brooks, while many individual 
cases of results attained by farmers 
throughout the whole territory may 
be tited. Alfalfa production is be- 
coming general on the irrigated 
lands, and at prices“ running from 
$88 upwards, is alone’a great source 
of income to the producer,

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SHOOTING PARTY HELD UP IN.

London, December 4—All the mem- 
bers of a shooting party, including 8. 
Vv. McNamara, and his two, sons,
